veal that neither desires to make an 
aggressive 
old fashioned political 


campaign, either for the nomination 
or for election in November if nomi- 
nated. 


Gdvernor Cox says that "in this 


hour of crisis, every one wants to 
render the best within him to the 
common good" and infers that this' 
cannot b*e accomplished by entering 
into an active political 
campaign. 


For himself, he says 
no 
political 


campaign will be made. 
As gov- 


ernor of the state, he says it has 
been necessary for him to ask for 
and he has received hearty co-op- 
eration in all war work from persons 
In all political parties and "any 
Contest which creates division and 
breaks up the solid rank formation, 
so efficient now and so necessary in 
the future, must in the common in- 
terest be avoided."

Washington, June 12.—Steady in- 


dustrial expansion in the middle 
west and south through the placing 
of war orders with plants in those 
s'ections for the purpose of relieving 
eastern railways congestion and labor 
shortage, was seen today in the an- 
nouncement of a new policy of con- 
ract location by the war industries 
board and tne fuel and railroad ad- 
ministration.

will be to assign contracts to sections 
where transportation will not over- 
.ax the railroads, denude other es- 
sential industries of labor, and where 
new and less congested routes to 
south Atlantic and gulf ports will be 
easily available. 
With a constant 


supply oC coal as the basis for the 
rapid completion of all war-work, 
t is expected a large portion of the 
new orders wli] go to the districts 
not far distant from the coal supply. 
Thus in the opinion of officials the 
new policy will mean an expansion of 
war-work plants in western Pennsyl- 
ania. Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, West 
'irginia. and other sections of the 
Mississippi 
valey and the south. 


None of the districts, however, it was 
mphasized, will be so flooded with 
lovernment orders as to cause un- 
natural industrial booms.

"On June 14,- 1777, .the Third Cpli- 
gress, commonly called 'the 
'Old Co- 
lonial Congress,' orginally adopted the 
above named -banner as the standard 
sheet of our country. 
"Congress was then' in session In 
Philadelphia, "Pa,, &n& numbered 55 
members, one of whom •»*«. »Ke 'Found- 
er of :the Republic,' and the "Father of 
his Country', George Washington. 
"Therefore, 
fellow-citizens, let the 
flag float upon this .occasion, for we 
know, of no event more deserving .ot, 
remembrance than the anniversary of 
the tri-colors of our 'Republic. 
"What better or more effective way 
can-there be to teach, patriotism In- 
effaceably 
than by displaying 
the 
American Flag? Surely there can be 
no dahger of too much of it. There la 
manifestly danger of. too little.'' 
'The following items, .in connection 
with Flag Day,- are taken at random 
from various publications, but by way 
of comparison the above mentioned 
demonstration seems to hold priority 
over most of them. 
• 
.. 
"To honor, protect, and display the 
flag on appropriate occasions. Flag 
pay, June 14. originated Fe>..12, 1898, 
with the congress of National patriotic 
societies." 
"The American Flag Association was 
organized Feb." 17. 1S9S. Its object is 
to secure national and state legislation 
for the protection of the flag and se- 
cure a general observance of June 14 
as Flag.Day." 
"Flag Day was first observed, by the 
Colonial Dames 
of America in 1S93, 
and the suggestion was made that the 
14th 
of June in every year should be 
•known as Flag Day and that it should 
be' commemorated by the display of 
the American flag from every home in 
the land." 
"Flag Day was first officially recog- 
nized on June 14. 1S97, when the .gov- 
ernor of New York ordered that the 
stars and stripes be raised on all public 
buildings In the state in commemora- 
tion of the one hundred and seven- 
teenth anniversary of the adoption by 
congress of our present flag. On the 
same day Philadelphia observed Flap 
Day. 
and since then the custom has 
spread all over the United States.'- 
I must not 'forget to mention the 
fact that the press, as a rule, and 
many writers also. In discussing 
the 
history of. Flag- Day. Invariably men- 
tioned the .name of Colonel or Profes- 
sor George T. Bloch of New Tork as 
being the originator of Flag Day, and 
the observance of the day dates back 
to 1SSS when he began it in his free 
kindergarten in that city.

WHAT IS A CALORIE? 


Since food conservation has be- 


come a vital factor in carrying on 
our war against Germanj, the lay- 
man lias encountered in his reading 
the new word caloiie. 
This \vord, 


which formally 
appeared only in 


scientific 
journals, now jumps at 


once from the daily papers, from the 
magazines, 
agricultural and trade 


press. 
In a way, the Food Adniin- 


tration is partly responsible for the 
increased use of the woid, and, as 
a result, has received letters from 
ali parts 
of 
the 
country asking 


"What is a calorie?" 
Some people 


have gone so far as to suggest that 
it is the name of a new breakfast 
food, while in one instance, inquirer 
stated he had heard that it was a 
new type of explosive discovered by 
the War Department, and wanted to 
know what the Food Administration 
had to do with it. 


\Vhen fuel is thrown en a fire 


under a boiler, heat is produced. 
This heat is required in order that 
the engine may perform its work. 
To do work of any 
kind 
requires 


energy. Food used or burned in the 
human machine produces energy to 
maintain the normal 
heat 
of the 


body and to do its work. Work done 
hy the body comprises not only that 
which requires muscular or mental 
exertion, but also involuntary exer- 
tion such as the beating of the heart, 
the expansion of the lungs, etc. The 
chemical 
process 
within the body 


which 
transforms 
our 
food into 


energy is similar in nature to the 
process which takes place when fuel 
ir burned over fire—though, in the 
body, the burning takes place very 
slowly and in every tissue, instead 
of in one central place. The value 
of food is determined by the amount 
of energy it yields to the body; and 
it also has a building and regulat- 
ing function. 


It was necessary that a unit be 


established 
for 
measuring 
the 


amount of heat produced when food 
was completely burned. 
The unit 


chosen or universally adopted as the 
unit for measuring 
fuel 
value or 


energy value for any kind of food 
is called the calorie. 
It represents 


the same principle in measuring as 
the inch or foot, the unit of measur- 
ing length: 
the pint or gallon, the 


unit of volume; and the ounce or 
pound, that of weight. 


The calorie is the amount of heat 


required to raise the temperature of 
1 kilogram of water 1 degree C., or 
1 pound of water approximately 4 
degrees F. 
Our 
requirements of 


food, so far as the amount is con- 
cerned, can therefore be expressed 
in the number of calories needed for 
each person per day. It must not be

FARM BUREAU 


ASSISTED IN 


SECURING SEED 


Monday finished the seed 
corn 


season with the farm bureau. 
It 


may be of interest to the readers 
of this paper and the farmers 
in 


particular to know that during the 
rive months that the farm bureau 
has been working on the seed corn 
that 210 cribs of corn have been 
tested in the county, 256 different 
farmers had an ear test made of 
their seed at the testing station and 
nearly 
66,000 ears were 
tested. 


While this 'was but a small part of 
the corn used in Licking county it 
was sufficient to get others inter- 
ested -in testing, which was the real 
intention from the start. 
It was thought at first there 


could be sufficient corn secured in 
our own county to fill our needs by 
ear testing but it developed early 
this spring that it could not be done. 
Several car loads of eastern 
corn 


were shipped in by private parties at 
a reasonable price. 
Two car loads 


of state corn were handled by this 
office. 
In all, this office bandied 


either directly or indirectly orders 
for nearly 2,800 bushels of seed 
corn from various sources. A count 
is now being made in the fields to 
ascertain the cause of so many poor 
stands and find that in a large ma- 
jority of cases such conditions are 
due to the planting of home grown 
seed tKat the owner "though would 
grow." 
In most every 
instance 


where the state corn was planted a 
good stand hag resulted. 
It will be hard to estimate in dol- 
lars and cents the value the farm 
bureau has been to Licking county 
in just this one instance, in secur- 
ing seed corn that 
would 
grow.

ernor would continue to oppose the 
further waste of our resources in the 
manufacture of intoxicating liquors 
for beverage purposes, and made a 
strong declaration in favor of state 
and national prohibition. 
Following 


is his statement: 
"Patriotic measures for winning 


the -war properly occupy almost com- 
pletely the attention of the people 
of Ohio. 
Emphasis upon partisan 


politics or personal candidacies has, 
there seemed to me, an intrusion 
upon the greater interests of the 
hour. 


"The time has now arrived, how- 
ever, when, under the provisions of 
our primary law, I must respond to 
hundreds 
of unsolicited 
requests 


which have come to me. Individaul 
Republicans, leading organisations, 
and committees all over the state 
have urged that I' again permit my 
name to be used as a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for gov- 
ernor for a second term. With deep 
appreciation, both of these requests 
and of the honor conferred upon me 
by the party and by the people of 
Ohio, I am today filing my declara- 
tion of candidacy. 
"A detailed statement of principles 


seems unnecessary; the people of 
Ohio are fairly well acquainted with 
my views on public questions. From 
time to time during the canvasses, I 
shall be glad to make clear my po- 
sition upon any question pertinent 
to the campaign. 
"I do not approve of a large ex- 


penditure in furthering my candidacy. 
It seems to be that, under the con- 
ditions of the times, when conserva- 
tion of every possible resource- is es- 
sential to meet the nation's emphat- 
ic needs, the people of Ohio would 
consider as an improper act the pro- 
motion of a .candidacy through the 
large expenditure necessary to main- 
tain expensive headquarters, salaried 
traveling agents, and costly publicity. 
The people of Ohio, uninfluenced by 
these means, should select their can- 
didates.*" 


"The supreme question before us is 


the winning of the war. 
If nomin- 


ated and elected governor, it will be 
my sincere determination to mar- 
shal and dedicate the resources of 
the state that we shall give the most 
thorough co-operation to the national 
administration and to other state 
administrations, regardless of their 
politics, to the end that American 
arms shall achieve the only peace sat- 
isfactory, a peace based upon over- 
whelming victory over the Prussian 
powers of darkness. 


"As the war will enlarge 
the 


world's freedom, we must provide so 
there shall come larger recognition 
of the rights of labor, a less suspic- 
ious and a more cordial treatment of 
the needs of legitimate business, 
greater attention to our agricultural 
interests, all of which are co-operat- 
ing to make the nation's war pro- 
gram a success. 


"To the end that the fuel, feed and 


man-power of the nation may be so 
conserved as to make possible the 
most speedy victory for our country 
and our allies, I shall continue to op- 
pose with whatever power or in- 
fluence I may have, the farther waste 
of our resources in the manufacture 
of intoxicants for beverage purposes. 
I favor the adoption of the state pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment 
and the ratification of the similar 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States."

It will be shielded by curtains 
and softly lighted.

the platform are booths for robing

system.

pastor's study. . It has a fireplace 
and one side of the wall is filled 
with shelves for books. 


Adjoining 
the 
study are. the 


junior Sunday siliool rooms, * and 
then the intermediary Sunday school 
rooms. 
These 'are* large-"and roomy 


and are 
arranged in tiers with a 


balcony. 
By the lljtirig of a large 


panel the Sunday^ school

This 
is a large attractively lighted room 
with a large fireplace, 
and 
club 


meetings and church societies will 
hold their meetings there. Also any 
organization having the dining room 
for the evening may use the parlors. 


The heating and ventilation sys- 


tem is one of the best which can be 
purchased. 
Large fans propel the 


hot air in winter and the cooling 
air in summer throughout the en- 
tire building. To relieve the foul 
air, there are five ventilators on the 
roof of the church and ventilators 
are placed throughout the building. 
After a certain pressure they auto- 
matically open. 


The members of the congregation 


are especially grateful for the co-op- 
eration which they have 
received 


since starting the erection of the 
new building. The various churches 
have aided in every way possible, 
the First Congregational churcli do- 
nating its building in North Fourth 
street, the Methodist church stored 
the organ and other 
furnishings. 
Heisey's donated the glassware for 
the kitchen, the Wehrle company the 
stoves, Gleichauf a handsome leather 
chair. Mr. Woltjen of the Advance 
Glass Company donated all the prism 
glass used in the doors arid windows 
of the basement «nd Mr. Hawkins 
gave the altar table of white oak. 


The church is equipped through- 


nut with hardwood floors, and ev- 
ery foot of available space has been 
utilized. The entire building is at- 
Srartively arranged and equipped. 


'The old church was erected In 
1S74 and was naed until last Feb- 
ruary. 
The new building will be 


completed by Sunday, in time for 
<he dedicatory services. The erec- 
tion of the new building was under- 
taken under Itie guidance 
of the 


pastor. Dr. C. Tl. Slull, who came to 
the Newark pastorate from Troy, O., 
abont five years ago.
